BACK WITH HIS 
PRISONER 


¢ Sheriff Kamferbeek + and Mrs 
Kumferbeek returned from Rich: 
mond, Viriginja, Sunday — with 
George J Shipley, alleged to be one 
of the two gunmen who last May 
29 held up and robbed the Berlin 
bank at Marne of $3,500, 

Shipley’s attorne: Benjamin 
Lovenstein, of Richmond, accom- 
panied the party as far.as Chicago, 
where he ‘will remain until Tues- 
day when arraignment will take 
place before Justice Hugh’ Lillie of 
Grand Haven, Shipley refused to 
be interviewed at the county jail, 
stating that he had nothing to say 
at this time, 

Mrs Shipley was not brought 
back, us was expected, for reasons 
which the sheriff could not make 
public. at this time. It is under- 
stood, however, that the woman 
in question can be secured at any 
time when the -local authorities 
need hér, 

‘It will ‘be remembered that a 
red hat alleged to have been worn 
by Mrs Shipley during the Ottawa 
county holdup was considered’ by 
the sheriff's department to be one 
of the main clues that led to the 
arrest of the couple. 

They gave the Los Angeles police 
a lead to where Mr and Mrs Ship- 
ley had gone, which-finally brought 
about the arrest, after a chase 
about the country which ended at 
Richmond, It seems that the 
detectives who were on the\ cas 
constantly had a woman wearing a 
red hat in mind, L 

Without doubt shiplgy will de- 
mand a hearing, -and jf. there 
suflicient evidence to hold him 
this case will come up during the 
January term of court, 

Mr Kamferbeek stated that he 
had very little trouble in getting 
his prisoner out of Virginia, being 
armed with the ncessury extradi- 
tion papers, 

Shipley was a model prisoner 
on the trip back, but he surely is 
keeping his mouth shut when 
questioned about the alleged rob- 
bery.

much put out because of the fact 
that his olean shirts and’ collars 
haven't showed up. 

Shipley voluntarily accompanied 
Sheriff Kamferbeek after he had 
negotiated wu bargain with the of- 
ficer. 

Sheriff Kamferbeek's portion of 
the bargain consisted in permit- 
ting the holdup suspect to with- 
draw $1,840 which he had deposit- 
ed in a Richmond bank, 

On his pi Shipley, after con- 
sent to withdraw his money had 
been granted, agreed to accom- 
pany Sheriff Kamferbeek back to 
Grand Haven without taking ad- 
vantage of the delay! that would 
be occasioned in the event he ful- 
filled his earlier promise to st 
extradition,. Mrs Shipley was re- 
Jeased from custody Saturday, the 
sheriff admitting he had no ev 
dence she participated in Ub 
holdup.
